Details of the Indianapolis Fire 
Horror. 


Twenty-three Bodies Taken from 
__ the Hospital’s Ruins, 


Appalling S

es Witnessed During 
re’s Progress. 

Splendid Courage Displayed by Firemen 
in Rescuing the Helpless Inmates 
from the Biazing Building— 
Thrilling Incidents. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A score of helpless hu- 
man beings burned to death is the 
record of Thursday night. At 11:45 
last night an alarm was. turned in from 
the corner of Meridian and Georgia 
streets. Being in the heart of the 
wholesale trading district people 
naturally expected a great fire. but 
when the box at Illinois and Louisiana 
streets was pulled. and in-a moment the 
second and third alarms were heard, it 
was plain that the conflagration was a 
dangerous one. Every piece of fire- 
fighting apparatus in the city was 
quickly on the run, and upon their arri- 
val the firemen were horrified to see 
flames leaping from the roof and fourth 
story windows of the National Surgical 
Institute. located at the corner of 
Illinois and Georgia streets, with an 
extension on the latter street. 

About 250 crippled people were in 
‘the institute at the time. The building 
was almost totally enveloped in flames. 
and the order was, ‘‘Let the building 
burn, but save the people.’’ When the 
fire was discovered it was confined to 
the Georgia street building, but soon 
swept across the alley and both build- 
ings were enveloped in flames. On the 
third and fourth floors horrible work 
was done. The buildings, were a net- 
work of narrow halls, entrances and 
stairways. In the small rooms through- 
out the building were from one to four 
beds, all occupied by patients, many 
| perfect! helpless. When they became 
aware 0 
in their efforts to reach places of safety. 
Every effort was made by the firemen, 
police and ambulance forces to rescue 
the unfortunates, and many acts of he- 
roism and daring were performed. ° 

The Surgical Institute wasa veritable 
fire-trap. The stairways were narrow, 
the halls dark and the whole structure 
alabyrinth. The rooms on the. third 
and fourth floors of the ‘main _buflding 
and the nearest alley were the Scénes 0 
the greatest fatalities. In one room 
were two women, both of whom per- 
ished. In another there was a man 
whose lower extremities were par- 
alyzed, Although unable to walk be 
dragged himself toa window at the 
of the building and threw- t. 
He dropped about eight feet to a root, 
then to another and finally rolled off to 
the ground, sea himself from death. 
The entire rear half of the Georgia 
street building fell in. The débris 
filled completly the first story, and 
when the firemen began to search for 
the dead they were obliged to com- 
mence work on a level with the second 
floor. It will be several days before 
they can reach the bottom. |

In addition to those mentioned six 
bodies have been taken out of the ruins 
and have not yet been identified. It is 
pot known how the fire started, but it 
is supposed to have been by spontaneous 
combustion. Early this morning ghouls 

began their work among the ruins and 
no small amountof jewlry and valuables 
was pilfered by the thieves. Detec- 
tives Gage and Kinney arrested a man 
who gave his name as Russell. They 
found him rummaging among the débris 
andin his pockets were money and 
other articles thought to be stolen from 
the effects of the patients. The loss ta 
building, furniture, etc., aggregates 
about $40,000. 

Thrilling incidents of the fire were, 
of course, innumerable. When the fire-- 
men first arrived a woman was seen at 
a window on the upper floor, clutching 
a babe with one hand and struggling’ 
with the other to raise the sash. She 
finally succeeded,sand her screams fell 
upon the ears of the tnousands of spec- 
tators. * No ladders were at hand, and 
nothing could be done. The flames 
were closing in about her or 
looked back into the furnace of 
then down’ to the pavement be 
Suddenly she clasped the babe to <i 
breast, then tossed it out of the window 
and gave her life to the flames within. 
As the child left the arms of its mother, 
Pipeman O’Brien planted himself firmly 
beneath the window and caught the 
child, which in a few minutes was 
smiling and happy. seemingly uncon- 
scious of its surroundings. - 

The heroism of Fireman John Loucks 
will long be remembered. He ascended 
an extension ladder to the upper floor, 
and as he reached a window-sill he was 
met by Fireman Robertson, who had 
pushed his way through the smoke with 
achild in his arms. Loucks grasped 
the child and started down, but had de- 
scended only a few féet when he missed 
his footing and fell head forenjost. His

Search of the rooms after the smoke 
had cleared out revealed some horrible 
scenes. In one room onthe third floor 
four victims were found dead, kneeling 
in attitudes of prayer. The windows 
were up, but the unfortunates had ap- 
parentiy made no effort to escape. 
Some patients were found in bed dead, 


to work their way out. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—Samual Laz- 
arus, a clothing merchant of Dallas. 
Tex., whose wife and child were among 
the victims of the terrible fire at In- 
dianapolis, is in this city on business. 
His daughter Minnie, aged 7, was being 
treated at the institution for disease of 
the spine, and his wife was nursing the 
child. Lazarus’ first information of the 
disaster came through an Associated 
Press dispatch announcing that Mrs. 
Lazarus was badly hurt. Nothing was 
known at that time of the condition of 
the child. Upon being told that his 
wife was dead, the unfortunate hus- 
band fainted, and his condition is now 
pitiable. 


DAN BURNS JAILED. 


Placed Under Arrest in the City of 
Mexico. 


His Incarceration Thought to-be the 
Outcome of a Dispute in Reference 
to a Noted Mine in the 
Sister Republic,

- San Franocisoo, Jan. 22. —{By the As- 
‘sociated Press.| A City of Mexico 
special says: ‘‘Daniel M. Burns, the 
well-known police commissioner of San 
Francisco, and Col. George Green of 
the Mexican army have been placed in 
Belem prison on charges of defamation 
of character and fraudulent dencunce- 
ment of the Candelaria mines preferred 
by Mark Birmingham of California. 
These three are participants in a dis- 
pute regarding the control of the rich | 
Candelaria silver mines, of which Burns 
and other associates hold possession.’’ 

The above dispatch occasioned, much 
surprise here. Burns was arrested 
under the mining laws of Mexico, but 
the Evening Bulletin quotes Col. Fraser 
of this city as saying that Burns was 
liable both civilly and criminally. The 
proceedings mark the beginning of an 
attempt to regain the Candelaria mines, 
fwhich were iocated in 1886 and iu 1388 
bv Burns and in which he, Col. Frasier 
and Col. Green, who is also incarcerated, 

with Burns are interested, and concern- 
the control of which mines by 
ioe ere has been some dispute on 
}the part OfLothers. Itis charged that 
the location of the mines as. made 
Burns showed certain frregwlarities 
constituting a violation of ‘the Mexican 
laws; that when Col. Green went to San 
Dimas with a file of soldierg to demand 
the records of the court, which were 
the outcome of Burns’s locations, the 
judge stated that the records had been 
estroyed. Green laid the~ matter be- 
fore President Diaz. The records were 
found and the judge of the San Dimas 
court was sent to jail, it being inti- | 
mated that he was bribed. The Minis- 
ter of the Interior in a decree dated 
December 17, 1891, set asid@ the de- 
cision of the San Dimas court asto the 
location of the mines. 

The Bulletin article also intimates 
that the governor of the state where 
the mines are located is also in trouble 
as a result of Burns’s negotiations. 
Frasier states that the arrest of Burns 
was procured by Col. Green, but does not 
account for the fact that according to 
the dispatch Green is also in prison. 


Reorganizing the Whisky Trust. 

Cuaicaco, Jan. 22.—The Times states 
that a plan for the reorganization of the 
Whisky Trust is being considered by the 
directory of the trust. It is proposed 
, to unite the distillers not in the Whisky | 
Trust on a basis of a capitalization of 
$35,000,000 and then unite with that 
combination the eighty distillers now 
controlled by the trust, making a grand 
joint stock company, partly American 
and partly English, witha capitalization 
of $75,000,000 or $100,000.000 with 
an absolute monopoly of manufacturing 
spirituous liquors. Another meeting of 
the directory will be held at Peoria 
February 16. 

President Greenhut, of the Whisky 
Trust, laughed this evening when shown 
the story of the alleged intention on 
part of the trust to absorb outside dis- 
tilleries. He asserts there is no proba- 
bility of such a-scheme even being con- 
sidered.

Haities, Second Infantry, U.S.A., died 


others in the halls where they had tried 


A Peremptory Message Sent to 
Chile. 


She Must Answer the Demand for 
Reparation and Apology. 
Chile Replies by a Request for Six 

Weeks More Delay. ~ 


A Report that She Will Ask for Egan's 
Recall—The Washington Authori- 
ties Still Continuing Prepara- 
tions for Hostilities. 


By Telearavh to The Times. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 22.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The Inter Ocean will 
print in the morning a Washington 
special asserting that the crisis in Chil- 
ean ‘matters is rapidly approaching. 
Yesterday, it says, an ultimatum was 
sent to the Chilean government through 
Minister Egan. The dispatch was 
signed by Secretary Blaine. It was of 
a peremptory character, directing Egan 
to demand categorically of the Chilean 
government an immediate answer to 
the request already made. The pur- 
pose of itistoinform the Chilean gov- 
ernment that the United States Govern- 
ment must have an answer at once to 
its demand for reparation and an apol- 
ogy. 

The President’s message is to be sent 
to Congtess on Monday, whatever may 
be the answer from Egan. An immense 
mass of correspondence will be sent 
with the message, but fit will not. be 
necessary for people to read itto ar- 
rive at an understanding of the matter. 
‘That can be learned from President 
Harrison’s message, which will be about 
three newspaper columns in length, and 
will compactly state the American case. 

The President will -not delay six 
months or six weeks more for the Chil- 
eans. There will be mo more delay. 
Unless he andthe Cabinet are much 
mistaken the eventsof the next few 
hours will determine whether or not 
there —_ be peace or war.

It is impossible at 
this writing to obtain any ofmcia: infor- 
mation on this:spbfect, but it is gener- 
ally understood that the Gabinet prac- 
tically decided to submit the_ er 
to Congress early next week in 
order that Congress, as well as the 
country at large, might know the exact 
status of the controversy. While such 
a course would not in itself indicate the 
termination of diplomatic negotiations 
for asettlement of the matter in dis- 
pute, it would give the public, through 
Congress, an opportunity to determine 
which country is responsible for the 
present unsettled state of affairs. It is 
stated that the death of Justice Bradley 
was announced at the Cabinet meeting 
today and it decided to adjourn at once. 
out of respect to his memory. 

The Star has this: 

According to the best information the 
foundation for the change in opinion from 
war to peace is that Chile has suggested to 
this country that about six weeks mole 
time should be allowed her within which to 
determine whether or not she will make an 
apology No promise of reparation is 
made, but it is broadly asserted that Chile 
will do what she thinks is right after hav. 
ing exhausted her inquiries. It is said 
that Blaine regarded this as sufficient to 
warrant the delay suggested, but that the 
President did not agree. If. as reported, 
the Chilean government is about to ask 
through Minister Montt for the retall of 
Minister Egan, the request is not likely to 
be granted. President Harrison is Seenew 
satisfied with Egan's course. 

It was reported in Washington to 
night that the United States Govern- 
ment had recalled Minister Egan. The 
report created considerable excitement, 
but it was soon learned that the story 
was without foundation. 


FROM VALPARAISO. 


The Demand for an Apology and Repara- 
tion Received, 

_New York, Jan. 23.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Herald's Santiago 
special says: ‘‘The Chilean government 
was much pleased by a cable dispatch

FOSTER’S FORECASTS. 


‘the Western States. 


Big Blizzard in Pickle for 


It Will Cover a Wide Territory—Discus- 
sion of the New Philosophy— 
Electric Theory of 
Force. 


(COPYRIGHT, 1892, BY W. T, FOSTER. | 
St. JoszPu (Moi,) Jan. 22.—My last 
letter gave forecasts of two storm 
waves, one tocross the continent from 
January 18 to 28 and the other from 
24th to 29th. 

The next storm wave following these 
will be due to reach the California coast 
about January 81, cross the western 
mountains by the close of February 1, 
the great central’ valleys from 2d to 
4th and the Eastern States about the 
5th. 

This will be one of the flercest stérms 
of the winter west of the Mississippi 
River, especially on February 2 and 3. 
It will affect the whale country between 
St. Louis and Denver and from Mexico 
to Minnesota. A snowstorm, a blizzard, 
gales and drifting snows may be ex- 


| pected. The cold wave will enter the 


upper Missouri Valley about the 3d, and 
its effects will be felt far into the 
Southern States, causing cold weather, 
as it moves eastward, all over the coun- 
try from Colorado to Maine. 
wave will probably reach Florida about 
the 4th or 5th. 

After passing east of the Mississippi 
both the storm center and the cold wave 
will lose force. The cold, however, will 
be quite severe in the region of the up- 
per lakes about the 4th or 5th, but not 
so cold in the Northwestern States. 

LOCAL. FORECAST. 

Weather changes will probably occur 
at and within 100 mileg of Los Angeles 
as indicated below, within twenty-four 
hours, before or after sunset, of the 
days mentioned: 
January 23, warmer, wind south; 
‘January 24, storm wave due on Cali- 
fornia coast; January 25, wind chang- 
ing, cooler; January 26, clear and cool; 
January 27, clear. and cool; January 
28, clear and cool; January 29, mod- 
erating; January 80, Warmer, wind 
south. 

THE NEW PHILOsOPHY. 
The electric theory of creation, as- 
tronomy and meteorology is rapidly 
cutting its way tothe front, For fif- 
teen yearsa half dozen meteorologists 
in the United States have been waging 
a ceaseless conflict with orthodox scien- 
tists aS to the cause ot motion. Fol- 
lowing after the mebular theory the 
scientific world builded a great struct- 
} ure containing sciences, all based on 
the idea that heat is the cause of mo- 
tion. 

A few of us have contended that elec- 
tricity is the cause of motion” and that 
heat is only an effect of which electric. 
ity isthe cause. In this contest we 
have been ridiculed and called all man- 
We have | 
constantly made progress and obtained 


masses, Who are now more intelligent, 
better educated than ever before in the 
world's history, 

But every step has been stubbornly 


| contested. and everything for the elec- 


tric theory gained at the sacrifice of 
long and tedious efforts. The whole 
world of orthodox scientists begin to 
fee] that they are inerror and that we 
are inthe right, but many of them are 
too cowardly to acknowledge the truth. 

Occasionally one of these court scien- 
tists, most of whom are ‘‘book-learned 
dudes,’’ proves his independence’ of 
thought by coming boldly to the front 
and declaring for the electric theory. 

Prof. Bigelow is one of these. He is 
connecte ith one of the Eastern uni- 
versities, and although he is too selfish 
“to acknowledge that others, long before 
lhe saw the light of truth, had discov- 
ered that nature works through electric 
forces, still he deserves commendation 
for refusing to longer follow the heat 
theory. 

Prof. Bigelow, in a recent paper, de- 
clares that the sun is a magnet and that 
the solar corona consists of the electric 
currents that float out from the sun 
over its equator, and after forming a 
semi-circle in space, flow back to the 
sun at the poles. He does not describe 
it in exactly these words, but his -de- 
scription coincides with these ideas. 

Photographs of the eclipsed sun re- 
veal a fact that had been discovered by 
analysis fhany years ago, and Prof. 
Bigelow's discovery proves the elec- 
trical theory to be correct. But there 
are many old fogy meteorologists, as- 
tronomers and physicists whose. stock 
in trade would suffer great depreciation 
if they should give up the old nebular 
theory and its consequent, the heat 
theory of force, and therefore they, 
being convinced against their desires, 
will pretend to hold the same opinion 
still. 

It-is very inconvenient to change 
base, andalthough they will be forced 
to admit the existence of the sun’s elec- 
tric currents moving through space, 
they will be’ slow to admit that the 
sunis not hot. But whatwill they do 
with the fact thatthese electrical cur- 
rents cannot exist in the presence of 
great heat? 

A very serious difficulty in connection 
with these facts is that the Weather 
Bureau of the United States is operated 
on the heat theory, andit willnever get 
out of that rut till is driven out by 
vor populi. Wheng man or set of men 
have a good thing they will not volun- 
tarily exchange it for something they 
do not undersiand, and unless the Con- 
{ gress can be induced to recognize the 
felectric system @f meteorology and to 
make a small appropriation for its sup- 
port no more progress will be made by 
the ee. Weather Bureau in the

next twenty years than has been made 
in the past twenty. 

The electric system of meteorology is 
not necessarily expensive. There need 
be no expense for telegraphing. Three 
meteorologists and a clerk can do all 
the work, and communications to all 
parts of our domain can be carried on 
through the mails. By this:system it is 
just as easy to forécast the weather 
one year in advance as one week in ad- 
vance. The system needs perfecting 
and for that purpose needs financial aid. 

The work of such a department could 
be done atan expense of #24.000 a 
year, 12.000 for the forecast work 
and $12,000 incidental and experi- 
mental expenses. The- appropriation 
for the Weather Bureau is about $800,.- 
000, and 8 per cent of that sum would 
support a department of electrical me- 
teorology. 

This is a matter-for the consideration 
of those most interested to deal with. 
I do not feel disposed to make an effort 
for such an appropriation. I am -not 
the interested party, forI am satisfied 
with my present work and the pay 1 
receive for it. This isa question, how- 
ever, that individuals. boards of trade, 
Farmers’ Alliances, newspapers, etc., 
are constantly disctssing, but without 
any concert of action. 

Whatever action is taken should be 
harmonious and to a single purpose. - 
The only way to effect anything is to 
agitate, bring every influence to bear 
through the press and otherwise on 
State legislatures and members of the 
Congress. Ask for 3 per cent. of the 
whole amount appropriated to the 
Weather Bureau, that 3 per cent. to be 
used in support of a department of 
electrical meteorology, , with a view to 
securing long-range weather forecasts. 

Ask your State Le ee ae to instruct 
their senators, or acdress your senators 
and representatives in Congress. direct. 

Exceptin a few isolated cases, the 
present Weather Bureau forcasts are of 
no benefit to agriculture, and under the 
system used never canbecof any great 
benefit. lh fact, it is a positive dam- 
age to the great mass of producers and 
small dealers, because, at the ex- 
pense of the Government,- information 
of the condition of the crops is carried 
to the great cereal trade centers, and 
this enables speculators to take advan- 
tage of all producers and of all the 
smaller dealers in these cereals. This 
probably cannot be remedied except by 
perfecting the long-range forecasts, 
and furnishing information through the 
mails to all parts of the country at the 
same time, and far enough in advance 
to prevent the great speculators from 
taking advantage of producers and 
country dealers. 

The whole scientific world is moving 
toward the electrical theory, but the 
present generation will well nigh have 
passed away before practical: results 
can be obtained, if we wait for the old 
school of scientists to unlearn : what 
they have learned amiss. The old usa- 
ally perish with its errors. and the new 
is almost universally upheld by new 
hands.

THESE MEN HAD TAILS, 


Prehistoric Skeletons .with Caudal Ap- 
pendaces Found in Old Mexico, 


of immense interest to ethnologists has 
been made at the little hamlet of Sina- 
loa. Mexico, within the past few days, 
while breaking ground fora large coffee 
plantation, which is being established 
by an English syndicate, says the Phila- 
delphia Times. The find consists of 
thousands of skeletons either of large 
apes or of prehistoric human beings of 
a very low order. If the remainsare of 
apes they were of gigantic size and of 
a variety nolonger extant, while if they 
are of men the men were provided with 
distinct caudal appendages. very thick 
and short, and curled up like asquirrel's: 
That they are the skeletons of apes can 
hardly be doubted, judging from the 
arms, which reach nearly half a foot be- 
low the knee, and the thumbs. which 
are also abnormally long and curved, 
with exceedingly sharp and powerful 
Nails. 

The feet, too, siow that they were in- 
tended for climbing rather than walk- 
ing,.and are also provided with claws 
and prehensile toes of unusual length. 
It is probable that the large number’ of 
skeletons found are due toa battle be- 


taken place at this spot, which is  fur- 
ther evidenced by the number of broken 
skulls and other bones among them and 
the fact that several of the -skeletons' 
were found clinched in a deadly em- 
brace. No weapons, however, were 
discovered, but as these were probably 

of wood they have perished in the 
course of time. 

‘The work of searching for other re- 


hundreds of more detached fragments 
or occasionally whole skeletons un- 
earthed. It is calculated that over 400 
entire ones have already been disin- 
terred. A few of the most perfect have 
been sent to thé British Museum and

The fact that it belongs to the cottony 
cushion scale family presupposes that 
it isa destructive fruit pest, but it may 
not be one. Mr. Craw is investigating 
it with a view to finding out whether it 
is harmless or not. \

The Rio Grande Western. 

Much has been said about the pro- 
posed extension of the Rio Grande 
Western Railway to the Pacific Coast. 
and recently the San Francisco papers 
have been filled with speculations con- 
cerning it. They have calculated that 
its objective point must surely be San 
Francisco, and have figured out an ap- 
proach by either of two routes, after 
crossing the Sierras through Beckwith | 
Pass. 

The Pioche (Nev.) Record of the 7th 
inst. contains a long and apparently 
well-informed article on the subject, in 
which the writer says: ‘‘We don’t think 
this road intends to build to San Fran- 
cisco, or anywhere near San Francisco— 
at least not any nearer than Los An- 
geles. As for Beckwith Pass—weéll, we 


don’t know that they care very much | 


about that,either, seeing that it isn’t 
likely they will reach tide water just 
north of San Francisco.”’ 

The Record continues: 


The main line of the Rio Grande Western 
was first surveyed from Green River, Utah, 
through Castle Valley to the head of Salina 
Cafion and down Salina Cajfion to Salina, 
Utah. The right-of-way the company still 
holds, and has-expended about $300,000. 
in building grade down Salina Cafion. ‘This 
route from Green River is almost a direct 
route from Grand Junction to the Coast via 
Pioche. Itisa direct line as far as Salina. 
and practically from there to Milford. 
Utah, wha Clear Creek Cafion, Where some 
grading has been done to hold the right-of- 
way, which the company owns there. The 
Sevier Valley branch from Thistle to Rich- 
field, now built, brings the road to its start- - 
ing point from Utah west.

The Winter Vegetable Indastry. 


THE Times.| The newspapers have of late, 
in their references to the winter-vegetable 
industry of the Cahuenga foothills, con- 
veyed the impression that the crop of this 
season was not only later, but would be less 
in quantity, than usual ‘ 

While it is true that the cool weather of 
,the past month or so has somewhat retarded 
the maturing of the vegetable crop, it nev- 
ertheless promises to be as bountiful as 
ever. Asa matter of fact, the 
winter-vegetable growers do not usually 
expect a fancy market for their truck be- 
fore February Ist, as the Chinese and other 
gardeners frequently supply the markets 
as late as that. From February to May or 
June, however, the Cahuenga people have 
it pretty much their own way. 

Tomatoes and peppers are set out in the 
early fall, upon land that has been pre- 
pared the previous spring, and require or- 
dinarily only enough water to settle the 
soil about the roots of the young ‘plants. 
Other vegetables, as peas or string beaus, 
cannot be started till after the ‘first rain,” 
which is usually expected in October or No. 
veinber, though it did not come this season 
till December 4, and as a consequence the 
bulk of the pea and bean crop will be some- 
what later. 

Some growers having irrigation facilities 
were enabled to plant earlier than their 
less fortunate neighbors, and are now ship- 
ping to San Francisco with most satisfac- 
tory results. String beans bring 35 cents 
and green peas 15 cents per pound in that 
market, and prices are improving daily. | 

On the list of February the Cahuenga 
Winter Vegetable Association which, in- 
cludes all the principal growers, will e¢s- 
tablish a depot in Los*Angeles, and be pre- 
pared to fill Eastern orders. This Eastern 
trade promises to be quite important. this 
season. Many thousands of dollars worth 


winter vegetables were shipped East last 


year and a market has been developed that 
— this industry in the front rank of 
uthern California specialties. 
The Cahuenga people, both of valley and 


+ foothills, are thoroughly aroused to the ad- 


‘vantages of providing a general system of 
irrigation, and a district is about to be or.- 
ganized under the’ Wright act. There 
seems to be no doubt but plenty of water 
can be secured at reasonable cost. 

Though Cahuenga has probably in the 
past felt the need of irrigation less than 


any other portion of Southern California, 


owing to natural advantages and character 
of crop’. yet itis now realized that irriga- 
tion is the only thing locking to make the 
valley'a veritable paradise.

Dur- 
ing the greater part of. the present 
term of the court he was unable to be 
present. With his declining years and 
the cold, damp weather prevailing, it 
was impossible for him to recover. 
Two davs ago he rallied and thought he 
might shake off the illness, but yester- 
day he began sinking. 

The funeral arrangements, in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the dead jusfice, 
will be quiet. Private services will be 
held at his late residence on Sunday 
afternoon, and the remains will then 
be taken to Newark, N. J., where the 
interment will take place on Monday.

Lord Salisbury having suddenly taken 
the extraordinary step of canceling Sir 
R. D. Morier’s appointment as ambassa- 
dor to Rome arid deciding to retain him 
at St. Petersburg, the Foreign Office 
naturally is instructed to state that 
Morier’s health is improving and he ex- 
presses willingness to remain in Russia. 
It seems, however, that the retention 
of Morier at St. Petersburg is due to 
the fact that the government is coéper- 
ating with the German and Italian gov- 
ernwents in trying to persuade the Czar 
to abandon the French alliance and 
join the European pact, leaving France 
isolated. Morier, who is much liked by 
the Czar, is using his influence to ar- 
range a conference between the Empe- 
rors of Russia and Germany, at which 
it is hoped the old harmony of relations 
may-be reéstablished. Baron Vivian, 
who was nominated for St. Petersburg, 
has; in the mean time, had his appoint- 
ment to Rome approved by the Queen. 

The Prince of Wales~ passed several 
hours at Marlborough House today, and 
returned to Windsor Castle this even- 
ing to. attend a.private service in St. 
Géorge’s Chapel. After the service all 
proceeded to the memorial chapel. It 
was the final family gathering around 
the coffin of the Duke of Clarence.

‘There are quite a number of Mor- 
mon colonists in Chihuahua, for the 
most part settled close to the foothilis 
of the Sierra Madres, but now scatter- 
ing out over the plateau. Near Ascen- 
sion, on the banks of the Boca Grande, 
they have a considerable town, and the 
refuse from the rivér has proved suffi- 
cient to raise co1n without irrigation. 
This settlement is about sixty milés 
from Deming. Farther up the river, 
beyond the town of Casas Grandes, they 
have another colony, about sixty miles 
distant from the first, 

‘Out on the plateau artesian wells 
have been sunk, in some places to a 
‘depth of 1100 feet, without getting 
water. This is true more especially 
on the American side of the liné.

Feeding Dry Sran to Fowls. 
(Exchange.] 

Itis customary on feeding bran or 
other fine feed to fowls to moisten it. 
Thus it is made more compact and can 
be eaten much more rapidly. But this 
fast feeding is not good. If fowls have 
meal or bran dry they will pick at it 
slowly, and occasionally stop to drink. 
But the price of wheat per pound is not 
enough more to make it too expensive 
for hen feed. One of the reasons why 
wheat is good feed for hens is because 
its grain is small.. If'scattered among 
straw, as it should be, it is sure to be 
eaten slowly. Besides, it contains in 


good proportions more of the elements 


needed for egg production than any

How.to Wean Colts. 
[Exchange.] 


Put your mare in the stable instead of 
the colt on dry fed—and you will have 
no trouble in drying up the milk. Turn 
the colt in the pasture near by and feed 
oats and bran, equal parts: give plenty 
of water and let the colt suck twice a 
day for three or four days, then once a 
dav forthe same time, and you will 
have acolt weaned without the hair 
turning the wrong way and a mare with 
a well-preserved udder. Never, never 
shut a colt upto wean it, ‘unless una- 
voidable.

Fruit Trees Condemned. 
{Chronicle. ] 

During the past week or two State 
inspectors have seized and condemned 
a large number of diseased fruit trees 
imported from the East, aggregating in 
value about #5000. The first of the 
recent seizures took place at Auburn, 
where a carload of disease-infected 
trees arrived. They were found to be 
infected with several diseases entirely 
new to California, and were condemned 
as apreventive against the spread of 
the contagion. The cost of the trees 
was aboat $2000. 

A few days ago twelve large cases of 
these Eastern trees arrived at Mountain 
Vineyard, where they were examined 
by one of the inspectors and found to. 
contain the deadly curculio. This in- 
sect principally infests plum, prune and 
The entire twelve cases 
were condemned and seized after being 
held in.quarantine for a short time. 

At San José two carloads of .trees 
were quarantined, and they have since 
‘beeen condemned. The cost of the trees 
seized at ».Mountain Vineyard and San 
José was about $3000. Several more 
seizures have also been made in the 
southern part of the State. 

‘‘T have received any number of pro- 
tests from Eastern nurserymen,”’ said 
Secretary Lelong of the State Board of 
Horticulture yesterday, ‘‘but I pay no 
attention tothem. The introduction of 
these infected trees into California 
would imperil our fruit-growers’ inter- 
ests. and the county boards and in- 
spectors are keeping a vigilant outlook 
for every carload that comes here. 
The Eastern men acknowledge that 
their.trees are infected either with the 
‘yellows,’ a disease of the Eastern 
peach, or with the curculio, but they 
claim that these diséasés could not de- 
velopinthis State, on account of the 
climate. This is an error, however, as 
experience has taught us, and we pro- 
pose to continue to wage war against 
every lot of infected trees brought into 
this State.”’ 


‘There is,’’ says a _ horticulturist, 
‘‘hardly an instance in natural history 
of a plant so universally detested by the 
animal world as the .castor-oil plant. 
No sort of bird, beast or creeping thing 
will touch a castor-oil plant. 
goat will starve before biting off a leaf, 
and a horse will sniff at itand turn up 
his upper lip as thongh it had thé most 
detestable odor on the face of the earth. 
Army worms and the locusts will pass it 
by, though they may eat every other 
green thing in sight, and there is no 
surer way to drive moles away from a 
lawn than to planta few castor beans 
here and there. Even the. tobacco 
worm will refuse to be fed on its leaves.” 
—|Exchange.

A Foothill Peach Tree. 
[Auburn Kepublican. ] 

A peach tree is a very common sight 

in Placer county, but the one described 
‘in this article is the peach tree and 
shotid be classed as one of the seven 
wonders of the county. Itis on the 
ranch of H. B. Gaylord, twoand a quar- 
ter miles from Auburn. It is 5 years 
old and has borne four crops of fruit. 
‘In June, 1886, three trees were noticed 
in. front of the residence, and, tosee 
what they would do, were left to grow 
just as they were. The winter of ’86 
and °87 they remained green all winter. 
In, December, 1886, the largest one 
was taken to the citris fair at Sacra- 
mento, not with a view of taking any 
premium, but just to show what Placer 
county climate and soil could do. This 
tree was 24 inches in diameter and six 
feet high. What became of itis not 
known, Of the othertwo, one had been 
budded to nectarines, the fruit of which 
took the first premium atthe district 
fair in Auburn, in 1890. The other 
still remains where it first sprouted. It 
isnow 25 feet high and measnres 2 
feet and 8 inches in circumference at 
the ground. Twenty-one inches from 
.the ground four branches start out, 
measuring respectively 16, 15, 18 and 
9 inches in circumference. The follow- 
~ ing is the number‘ of boxes of peaches 
taken from the tree and the amonnt re-

To Build a Railroad from Free 
no to the Sea. 


Right-of-way is Promised and Cash 
is Expected. 


Active Work Beginning on the Santa 
Fe’s Arizona. Line. 


A Fast Run of the Wagner Vestibuled 


Train—New Limited Tickets— 
General.and Local 
News. 


An Associated Press dispatch from 
San Francisco says that citizens of 
Fresno, Tulare, Kern «and San Luis 
Obispo counties will soon take steps to 
insure the construction of a railroad 
from Port Harford to Bakersfield, a dis- 
tance of 140 miles. On February 20a 
convention composed of five delegates 
from each of the four counties men- 
tioned will convene at Bakersfield for a 
discussion of the project. The line as 
now talked of will run by way of Paso 
has__ been 
guaranteed forthe whole distance by 
landowners along the proposed route. 
A strong effort will be made at the com- 
ing convention to get Eastern capital 
interested in the proposed construc- 
tion. 

SCRAP HEAP. 

The Press Club train, southbound, 
last night made the run from Fresno to 
Bakersfield, 107 miles, in 140 minutes, 
which is rather fast traveling for so 
heavy a train. 

C. C. Crane, who represents the Van- 
derbilt lines at San Francisco, came 
down with the Press Club train yester- 
dav and is expected tomorrow to visit 
bis railroad friends here. 

Three men who were charged with 
systematically robbing the baggage at 
the Atchison depot in Santa Fé pleaded 
guilty and were sentenced to confine- 
ment in the county jail for six, seven 
and eight months respectively. 

A telegram from Ash Fork. by way of 
Phoenix, says ten carloads of scrapers 
and other machinery have arrived at 
that point and will be used in building 
the Santa Fé line from Ash Fork to 
Phoenix. Work was immediately com- 
menced by Lantry Bros., the contrac- 
tors. :

A reduction is made in the rates on 
these tickets. which makes it an in- 
ducement to buy them. 
A railroad exchange says that anew 
sleeping-car costse good, strong and 
modern, any way from $8000 to $10.- 
000. The _ railroad companies pay 
8 cents a mile for the privilege of haul- 
ing them, and the car will average 300 
miles in twenty-four hours. the year 
round, or $9 a day earnings. Say it 
earns $3000 a year, a low estimate, it 
will pay for itself inthreevears. A ten- 
section car has twenty berths, 
selling local at 82 a berth, making 
the earning capacity, per night, $40, 
not counting the day earnings. Of 
course, sleepers don't carry full loads 
every night, but if they did not average 
ten passengers a day they would.not be 
hauled by railroad companies, which 
pay forice, water and fuel, and fnsure 
the cars; that is. they repair them when- 
wrecked or injured. The sleeping car 
company pays a porter $25 a month at 
the most. a conductor $90, and has to 
furnish linenand soap. — 


HOW TO SPREAD FIRE, 


Facts for Those Who Have to Deal With 
Confiagrations. 

The danger of spreading fire by. 
throwing water upon burning oil, oily 
waste and analagous materials is very 
impressively set forth by Edward At- 
kinson in a paper read by him before 
the Convention of Fire Engineers, 
Springtield, Mass. When oil or cotton 
waste takes fire in shops one of the 
first impulses is to throw water upon it. 
The points brought out by Mr. Atkinson 
are of importance to all mechanics. 
He says that one of the largest losses 
which the insurance company of which 
he is president was ever called upon to 
pay was mainly caused by the misuse of 
aebucket of water. He describes the 
occ rrence as follows: 

) the early evening a mechanic, 
wi.v Was working alone after mill hours 
near the main gears, dropped his lan- 
tern in the slush box, setting fire to the 
grease and lint collected therein. ‘It 
burned with dense smoke and very 
little flame. Two or three shovels of. 
sand ora wet blanket would have put it 
out. But he did what he supposed was 
the right thing--he threw a bucket of 
water upon the burning grease. In- 
stantly a flerce flame sprang up to the 
very ceiling of the basement, passing 


through the belt holes, setting 
the mill on fire, . which was 
completely destroyed. I was not 


then an officer of an insurance com- 
pany, and Idid not at that time take 
up. the subject for investigation. A 
little later I happened to go into my sea- 
side house with my boys in the early 
spring. 
Aladdin oven, and we undertook to fry 
some fish on the top of the cooking 
stove; not being very successful, we 
set the faton fire. I took a dipper and 
poured some water into the burning fat. 
Straightway another great flash of 
fiame.roared up, singing my hair and 
whiskers, and reaching the ceiling of 
the kitchen. Ithen recalled the inci- 
dents of the mill fire, and determined 
to find out what it all meant.*’ 


Mr. Atkinson then consulted Prof. | 


Ordway, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, who explained that 
steam combines with and takes up 
other gases, its own volume lifting or 
raising them, thus becoming a carrier 
of combustible vapor and flame to any- 
thing combustible situated over the fire. 
The best thing to extinguish burning 
fats or oils or oily waste is sand; and it 
would be a prudent thing to have buck- 
ets of this material standing in shops 


where fiames of this character are liable 


to originate.

A SKELETON IN COURT. 


Sensational Feature in the Por- 
ter-Wise Trial. . 


Expert Testimony of Drs. Maynard 
and Kurtz in the Case. 


The Details of the Operation Related 
by Capt. Haley. 


A Falr Amount of Business Transacted 
_ in the United States Court—An “In- 
corrigible”’ Before Judge Smith 
—New Cases—Notes. 


The trial of the damage suit brought 
by Miss H R. Porter against Dr. K. D. 
Wise for alleged malpractice was re- 


| sumed in—Department Three—yesterday 
| Morning and occupied the attention of 


Judge Wade and the jury all day. 

The examination of Capt. Salisbury 
Haley, who was upon the witness stand 
when court ‘adjourned on Thursday 
afternoon, was proceeded with, and he 
detailed the circumstances surrounding 
the operation. which he witnessed. cor- 
roborating his client, the plaintiff, in 
many particulars. On cross-examina- 
tion the attorney admitted that he had 
agreed to accept a contingent fee in 
the case, viz: Two-ninths of the 
amount of damages awarded by the 
jury. 

Dr. H. H. Maynard was then called 
to the stand and remained there all 
afternoon; his answers to the hypo- 
thetical questions propounded to him 
did not tend to assist the plaintiff's case, 
however, in any marked degree. 

A sensational feature of the day’s 
proceedings was -the introduction ofa 
skeleton, which was laid upon atable in 
front of the jury box, for the purpose 


of illustrating the structure of the knee 
bones. 

At the close of the witness's testi- 
mony Dr. J. Kurtz was called, but after 
he had been asked a few questions 
court adjourned for the day. ‘The trial 
will be resumed this morning. 

NOT AN INCORRIGIBLE. 

In Department One yesterday after- 
noon Judge Smith heard the applica- 
tion of John Meyer of Burbank for the 
committal of Joseph Zimmerman. a 
thirteen-year-old boy to the State Re- 
form School at Whittier. It was shown 
that the boy had, upon the death of his 
mother in Minnesota seven years ago, 


| been adopted by an uncle named Henry 
| Herberger, who brought him out to this 


State about six months ago. While 
Herberger wa3 making a home for his 
family near Burbank the lad went to 
work for Meyer, but a few days ago.the 
latter discovered that his little six-year- 
old daughter had been tampered with 
by the boy, and he, therefore, sought to 
have him committed to Whittier. It 
being shown, however, that the boy 
Was not usually vicious and was cer- 


tainly not incorrigible, Judge Smith re- 


fused to send him tothe Reform School, 
and ordered him discharged from cus- 
tody, his uncle having promised to kéep 
him out of mischief in future. 

LN THE UNITED STATES COURTS © 

In the United States Court yesterday 
morning Thomas Soto appeared before 
Judge Ross for arraignment upon the 
charge of having suld whisky to an In- 
dian at the Needles on May 10 last, and 
upon entering bis plea of guilty thereto 
was sentenced to imprisonment in the 
County Jail for three months. 

Joe Reid also appeared in the same 
court for arraignment upon the charge 
of having stolen a letter containing 
money from the postofiice at Pomona 
on August 9 last, and upon entering his 
plea of guilty thereto was sentenced by 
Judge Ross to imprisonment in the 
State prison at San Quentin for the pe- 
riod of two years.

The Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Board Yesterday. 


Recommendations Adopted for Submis- 
sion to the Council Monday—Bids for 
Street Work Awarded—Street 

Names to be Changed. 


The Board of Public Works met in 
regular weekly session at the City Hall 
yesterday, and after considering the 
variofis petitions referred from. the 
Council. adopted the following report 
for submission at the meeting Monday: 

In the matter of bids for pavinz, curbing 
etc., Fifth street between Main and San 
Pedro streets, we recommend the accept. 
ance of the bid of J. H. Drain, to-wit: Curb. 
£0 cents per lineal foot; paving, 27% cents 
per solid foot; sewer, 95% cents per lineal 
‘foot; manholes, $55 each; flush-tanks with 
lampholes $90, and that the necessary 
resolution of award be adopted. 

On the petition fiom W. G. Bradshaw et 
al., for change of grade on Second street 
between Olive street and Grand avenue, 
we recommend that the same be referred 
to the City Engincet. 

Recommend that the Pacific Railway 
Company be notified by the Street Super- 
intendent to place its tracks now on 
Figueroa street between Pico and Wash- 
ington streets on the official grade, and to 
pave between their tracks and two feet on 
each side thereof, with the same material 
thatthe other portion of the street has 
been ordered paved with.

Experiment in Fertilizing Orange Trees. 
| {[A. F. B. in Covina Argus.] 

In your issue of January 6 you give 
some facts about fertilizers. I will tell 
you what I have done. Last winter I 
put about twenty pounds common stable 
manure; well rotted, around my orange 
trees 5 years old and plowed it in, and 
around other trees five pounds of fertil- 
izer manufactured in Los Angeles, 
called ‘‘Phosphate,’’ and I find that dur- 
ing the past year the trees having the 
manure around put on good growths and 
came out in the fall in a -healthy, good 
green color, while those <having the 
manufactured fertilizer grew about four 
times as much and seemed. to use the 
fertilizer all up. They now have a 
rather sicklygerees color tending to 
the yellow. YT believe the manure was 
the best, as it will last longest. The 
manure cost nothing, the fertilizer 10 
cents to the tree, au@Pthe oranges are 
nicest on the manured trees. Nowl 
have five tons of guano which I will 
plow in around the trees, using perhaps 
fifteen pounds to the tree, and shall put 
in about thirty to forty pounds. of an- 
rotted manure around the same trees | 
put manure on last winter. I shall tell 
you how they come out if you care to 
know next fall. 

I would like to hear the experiences 
of others on this subje¢t; it would be 
invaluable to many. 

I forgot to mention that the manured 
trees were ina very sandy soil, while 
the others were in a richer sandy loam.

THE BOLD FRENCH INVASION DUR- 
ING THE WAR OF '98. 


Gen. Hambert's Exploit with a Thhasand 
Sons of France—In a Two Weeks’ Cam- 
paign He Nearly Turned the Tide of 
Trish Events.

ARLY one after 
noon dn August, 
1798, three large 
warships sudden. 
ly rounded a prom. 
ontory on the 
coust of County 
Mayo, Ireland,and 
cast anchor close 
to shore in the 
harbor of the 
town of Ivillala. 
British colors 
were flying at the 
bows of each ves 
se], and some fish 
ermen busy with 
their nets on the 
beach looked upon 
the occurrence as 


and unexpected 
that they hastened to carry the news tothe 
chief dignitaries of the region. It wasdur- 
ing the rebellion of 1798, and not a few 
patriots, as well as loyalists, were ready to 
welcome the strong arm of the govern. 
ment to put an end to the disastrous civil 
war, just then ag its height. The excited 
fishermen ran straight to the castle of the 
«Protestant bishop of Killala, Dr. Stock, 
and promptly on receipt of their news two 
sons of the bishop, accompanied by the 
port surveyor, hastened to the beach and 
put off in a {ishing boat to greet the officers 
of the men-of-vwar, 

In a few minutes the town was astir 
awaiting with mingied curiosity and 
anxiety the result of the visit of the 
volunteer envoys to what could well be 
supposed a contingent of England's ma- 
jestic and invincjbie navy. Rumors thata 
sea armament hostile to British interests 
in Ireland was steering for those same or 
neighboring coasts had put the minds of 
all classes into a fever of expectation, and 
the divided feelings of the hour were in- 
dicated by the character of the assemblaze 
that stood on Steeple Hill, overlooking the 
bay, watching the issue of events. Fore- 
most in the throng was the local British 
magistrate, Capt. William Kirkwood, who 
led a body of loyal yeomanry and a detach- 
ment of British regulars, accompanied by 
some officers of the garrison of Ballina, 
eight miles inland; the bishop and some of 
his clerical guests, while bere and there 
were the leading men of the town and a 
sprinkling of young fellews of rebellious 
tendencies more or less openly avowed. 

As time passed and no assuring message 
was received, Capt. Kirkwood handed his 
spygiass to one after another of the by 
standers known to be experienced in naval 


__ matters, and asked them to scan the mys~— 


terious vessels. When an old salt, who 
had fonght under the greatest English 
captains of the time, declared confidently, 
“They are French, sir.” Kirkwood tursed 
to a suspected rebel, Neal Kerugan, who 
had just asked his opinion of the vessels 
and with a meaning look said, “Ab, Neal, 
‘you know as well as I do.” 

The vessels were French in disguise. The 
civilenvoys were promptly made prison 
ers when they jumped on the ship’s dechs. 
and boatloads of men in the blue coats of 
the new republic of France, with extra 
arms to equip the insurgent peasantry,, 
were put on shore without a moment’s de 
lay: Bustle and conftsion followed the 
excitement awakened in the town. Capt. 
Kirkwood ¢cistributed his small force with 
an eye to defense and awaited attack. 


Under cover of twilight a body of stal-. 


wart grenadiers, led by sharpsbooters anu 
guarded by flankers, charged through the 
streets of the town from the enemy’s lines, 
and Kirkwood’s men, offering but a weak 
reply, broke and fled tothe shelterof the 
castle walls. After a spirited fight the 
castle barriers were thrown down aud the 
surviving defenders gave up the struggle. 
Instantly a tall and resolute man, wearing 
&@ general’s epaulets, appeared’ amid the 
smoke of the courtyard and in command 
fing tones ordered the excited victors to 
ground arms. Hie spoke to his troops in 
Trench and inthe same tongue inquired 
of someof the people of the castlep through 
an interpreter, for Bishop Stock. That 
prelate opportunely came forward and in 
good French ansyered in his own behalf. 

“My word for it,’’ said the leader of the 
invaders, “that neither your people nor 
yourself shall have cause to feel apprehen- 
sion. Webhave cometo your country uot 
as conquerors, bat as deliverers.” 

This, the first deciaration on Irish soil of 
the purpose of the hostile array, came from 
the chief. of the expedition himself—fer

THE MARCH TOWARD DUBLIN, 
was ahappy thought. The attack was ied 
by the whole body of Irish insurgents, 
who quickly burst in the encmy’s out- 
posts, and elated at their success dashed 
for the British guns. At fifty yards the 
cannon opened, aswath was cut through 
the column of unsuspecting assailants, and 
-to-be—brief;-the “‘rebeis’ 
fight for the rest of it. Then up marched 
Sarrdzin’s grenadiers with a tread as 
firm as though the gaping cannon were 
but toy imitations. On they went with 
fixed bayonets, to be treated as their: n- 
fortunate allies had been, and like them to 
disappear. But not for good. A _ third 
attack was made with equal ill success. 


Seeing that the British did not follow up. 


their fortunes Humbert took hope afd or- 
dered an assault along the whole front, 
‘spreading his men to coverthe ground so 
that be had but one thin line, in all about 
500 bayonets. The British were soastounded 
at the spectacle that they bevan firing as 
at game, every one for himself. At the op- 
portune moment Sarrazin ordered adouble- 
quick and his men, by an impetuous rush 
and with a wild warery, gained a cover in 
close range of the British liuesand began a 
deadly fire on the artillery. Suddenly all 
gave way, the infantry fled, the artillery 
was deserted, the invincible British borse 
ignored the programme Lake had cut out 
for them and rode pellmell to the rear, 
maiming far more of theirown people than 
they had met of the enemy in honest battle, 
A bridge leading to Castlebar and the 
streets of the town were stubbornly defend- 
ei by the British, but the fury of the 
French knew no bounds, and they swept 
the field, compelling Lake to flee for his 


life. 

With difiicnity Humbert prevented a 
Massacre by his Irish allies in revenge for 
atrocities previously done by Lake and bis 
followers. To conciliate the people, Hum- 
bert proclaimed a republic in the province 
of Connaught, wasting valuable time in 
organizing a government, and then headed 
for Dublin. On the route lay the fortifed 
post of Granard and a vast army of insur- 
gents in the provinces roundabout were 
banded together to join him the moment 
Granard fell. But learning that Lord 
Cornwallis awaited him’onu the path with 
a large force, Humbert set out on Sept. 3 
tomakea detour through Sligo and Lei- 
trimand avoid bis opponents for the mo- 
ment. 

On the 8th of September he was brought 


to bay within a‘day’s march of the goal by 


Lake's reorganized army, Cornwallis being 
at hand with another strong column, The 
French saw the hopelessness of their case 
but Humbert again preferred honor to life 
and ordered an attack. At the mormbent of 
collision Gen. Sarrazin caused bis division 
to ground arms and submit. Humbert, io 
a fitof anyer at this treachery, commanded 
a double quick charge, and threw _himeself, 
sword.in hand, intothe midst of the British 
Dragoons. .A terrible battle ensued, French 
and Irish yieldiug only with death. Hum: 
bert was ovefnowered and taken before 
Coruwaliis. The vallant Frenchman was 
soou allowed to return to France, and, 
afcer fighting in Napoleon’s Austrian wars, 
was sent to Hayti to suppress the vero 
rebellion. Ou the deacthof the Freuch com- 
mander there, Gen. Leclerc, Humbert 
made love to his widow, Napoleon’s beauti-

ment does not exist in many parts of 
California. To those people who have 
never practiced caponizing, I would say 
that the operation is of the most simple 
nature, and, with the proper tools, "6m 
be performed by a boy 10 Years old. 
Of course it is like everything else, the 
more one does the faster he can do it, 


but so far as requiring any experience 


to do the work it is entirely unneces- 
sary, as the. tools now made do it per- 
fectly and only need to be guided. Cal- 
ifornia certainly offers exceptionally 
fine opportunities to raise magnificent 
capons, and every one who keeps poul- 
try there should caponize their birds, 
whether thev intend them for market or 
home consumption. \

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PRISONERS NEAR CHARLESTON,. 


They Jumped from a Moving Train, ana 
Toiled Through Swamps and Ovor 
Mountains to Tennessee—Story of Capt. 
Drake, One of the Namber. , >

no N the morning of 
\ Oct. 6, 1864, a party 
600 captive 
ofiicers 
were put on bonrd 
of a train of box 
cars to be trans- 
ported from tbe 
‘ jail yard at 
Charleston, to 
prison quarters at 
Columbia. Among 
the number. was 
Cupt. J. Madison 
Drake, of the 
Ninth New Jersey 
volunteers, who had been a prisoner of 
war five months and an inmate during 
that time of three different prisons—Libby, 
Macon, Ga., and Charileston., Although he 
had been foiled in many attempts to escape 
he resotved on one more effort, and having 
bad a little warning of the trip to Columbia 
was prepargd for any emergency that 
could favor the enterprise, Tbe story of 
his adventures, in breaking guard near 
Charleston and reaching Knoxville, Tenn., 
after forty-nine days of wandering, is told 


in the history of the Ninth New Jersey, re- | 


cently published. 
Drake induced three fellow prisoners 
join him, Capt. IL H. Todd, Eighth New 
Jersey; Capt. J. E. Lewis, Eleventh Con- 
necticrt, and Capt. Alfred Grant, Nine- 
teenth Wisconsin. 
crawling slowly on toward Columbia the 
bold projector of the scheme managed to 
remove the guncsaps from the nipples of 
the muskets of several guards on the car 
where the four friends were, and as soon 
as dusk camo on the party at a signal 
took their daring leap, They landed in 
a cypress swamp on Congaree river, and 
found themselves waist deep in water and 
mud. A volley of shots from all the 


- guards followed the fugitives, but no one 


was hurt, asthe train was running under 
good headway. A night and a day were 
passed in the swamp, and although the 


_ barking of dogs andl shouting of men indi- 


cated that pursuers had been sent out, the 
runaways were not disturbed. The second 
night a bright new moon arose, and they 
started ou a systematic journey toward tho 
Union lines in Tennessee, 

Before leaving Charleston one of the 
party had found a school map of South 
Carolina and with this guide a course bad 
been studied out. They decided to aetine 
swamps and woods by day and at night use 
the fields and roads, and spend as little 
time as possiblein sleep until the moun- 
tains of North Carolina were reached. 
Their chief guidemark in South Carolina 
On the morning 
of the second day the fugitives struck a 
high road, ard a milestone told them they 
were within twenty-seven miles of Colum- 
bia. <Alarmed at this discovery they 
hastened toward the river and were soon 


further alarmed bythe barking of dogs, | 


apparently in pursuit. They then took to 


the swamp and remained all day in biding. | 


With some difficulty they got out of the 
jungle at nightfall and shortly came across 
a patch of sweet potatoes and enjoyed a 
good frast. 

At the end of a week their rations had all 
been. consumed, and even their cooking 
utensils had been lost in a stampede that 
occurred one morning when a party of 
horsemen surprised them at breakfast. The 
wild food of natgre—grapes, persimmons 
and berries, and raw corn from the stalks-- 
soon produced graver cvils than hunger, 
and in desperation the wanderers bean to 
think of food to the exciusion of all else. 
Capt. Drake says that in these times they 
heartily yearned for the government “hart 
tack” and the contractor’s beef ticy had so 
often anathematized on the march and ia 
cump. 

But fortune will favor the bold, and one 
night, asthey ha!ted on a roadside todcb:te 
whetuer it should be a quest for bread 
or for a road to liberty, a dark form came

On reaching the vicinity of Morgantown, - 


N. C,, they attempted to avotd ib by a wide 
detour, because it was a rendezvous for 
Confederate conscripts. While making 
their way cautiously through a picco of 
pine woorls they ran a. mounted Con- 
federate officer, from hose notice there 
was uo escape. All hands came to a halt. 


The Confederate looked the bapless fngt- 
tives over, and without asking explanations 
told them they would be safer on the other 
side of the Catawba river, whose rushing 


waters were within hearing, and then di- 


rected them where to find a boat for cross- 
ing. They failed to find the boat and had 
several narrow escapes from discovery, but 
by hugging the river closely they soon 
found means of crossing, and landed in a 
region swarming with neutral and secretly

Most people would Iny the story 
down and conclude that a week’s camping 
out_by a_mountain lake.or along some 
bosky trout brook was rough enough for 
all purposes. It is amusing and even in- 
spiring to light upon such incidents as the 
wide eyed negro and his vanishing ‘‘pone,” 
the sweet potato find, the pursuers chasing 
the fuxitives into the bands of friends and 
the chivalrous “Johnny Reb’ warning 
them to cross the river to safer ground. 

Mennwhile there are gaps to be filled in. 
Drake had heen five months in prison be- 
fore he started on the journey. His single 
shirt was threadbare from its six months’ 
wear; his Blouse was in tatters, and bis 
trousers only resched down to his knees. 
His boots had given ont on the tramp and 
been abandoned, and he was barefootad 
and barehended as well. The party had 
reached the mountaih region between North 
9 eg and Tennessee, and the cold, 
stormy weather of winter was upon them. 
Two days efter the company of “lyers 
out” joined they awoke in a mountain 
cabin to find the ground covered with six 
inches of snow. Drake says that bis heart 
sank within him when he looked out on 
that snow, but it was not through misgiv 
ings about venturing out in it witb bis 
naked, bleeding feet. No; he was afraid 
the new recruits would find some excuse 
for deley—as in truth they did—which 
would mean risk of discovery and recapture.

When the fucitives drow near the Unior 
lines the danger of capture increased, for = 
cordon of mountain rangers patrolled the 
region to head of any fortunate ones wh 
got thus far on the journey homeward 
The mountains were simply barren wastes. 
the few cabins had to be shunned, and the 
only food to be had was wild game, which 
the rifles of the “lyers out” brought down. 
In the uplands the poor fellows wer 
hounded by “rangers,” and in the valleys 
mounted Confederates dashed about on ali. 
sides. 

At leugth the pafty reached the vicinity 
of LBull’s gap, a railway pass through the 
mountains, and guarded by Union troops 
as an outpostof Knoxville. The chief sco:

sighted, and that once reached the refugees 
would be safe. The news stimulated the 
men anew, and they sturted down the 
mountain with their eyes riveted on the 
gap for fear, as Drake says, it would take 
wings and flec.

, The gap didn’t exactly take wings and 


fles, but the ubiquitors Gen. Breckinridge, 
with an army at his’ back, fell like a thun-.

double quick pace toward Kuoxville; and 
presto! the gap was closed in the very faces 
of the yearning eyed, broken bLedied pil- 
vrims.

During the night 
mounted men attacked bivonac and the 
refugees scattered, every man for him.

To Oli a Harness. 
[California Cultivator. 


Le Take the harness to a room where 


you can unbuckle it and separate the 
artscompletely. Washeach part well 
nlukewarm water, to which has been 
added a little potash. Scrub well with 
a brush until the grease and dust have 
been removed. Work the pieces well 
under the hand until they become sup- 
ple. It will not do to oil until they be- 
come soft. Let the parts dry where 
they will do so slowly. When yet a lit- 
tle moist, oil. For this use cod-liver 
oil. lt is the best for the purpore. 
Besides if you were to use neat’s foot, 
the rats and mice are your enemies at 
once, while they will not touch a har- 
ness oiled with cod-liver oil. Give 4 
good dose to all parts, then hang where 
the harness will dry slowly. 


In localities where it is difficult to 
haul stable manure clover has long been 
used asits substitute. If the clover is 
plowed under year after year it fur- 
nishes the nitrogen needed for a wheat 
crop. Butit must be remembered that 
the clover plant, while taking nitrogen 
from the air, does not furnish any min- 
eral matter save whatit.gets from the 
soil. A dressing of mineral manure with 
clover will therefore keep land fertile 
for an indefinite period oftime. —

Propagation from Cuttings, ete. 


{By Miss B. M. Pratt, before the Californ 
State Floral Soclety.] 


One gentleman tells me can grow 
anything he has ever tried from cut- 
tings. His way is to. mgke a hole apout 
an inch in diameter and four or five 
inches deep with a dibber or sharp- 
pointed stick. This he fills. partly with, 
sand, then puts the cuttings in, fills the | 
space around it with more sand, pack- 
ing it firmly with another stick anda 
mallet. Of course it would not do to 
pack soil in this way. From our own. 
experience [know that One of the most 
important items ef success with hard-— 
wood cuttings is to have them so firmly 
planted that no air can get to the bot- 
tom. From the book, mentioned be- 
fore,came another hint in regard to 
growing obstinate cuttings. They are 
made in the usual way and buried wrong 
end up, being covered with two or 
three inches of earth. In this manner 
bottom heat is supplied, root action 
hastened and the tops are kept entirely 
dormant. We intend trying this plan 
of rooting Baroness Rothschild, Mabel 
Morrison, Mme. Gabriel Luizet and sev- 
eral other varieties of roses that are, to 
say the least, troublesome in the usual — 
way. 

inothes way to deal with this class 
of roses is to root-graft them. Makea 
whip-graft, taking care that the bark 
joins nicely, and tie firmly with a cot- 
ton string.

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THE FIGHT ON BERRY. 
The Trouble in the San Diego 


Custom-house. 


The Collector Says He is Not Worried 
Over the Situation. 


A Statement of the Controversy 
from Mr. Berry's Standpoint. 


- 


He Says the Difficulty All Arose Over the 
McCarthy Matter, and Is Satis- 
fied Nothing Will Ever 
Come of It. 


During the past few weeks there has 
been considerable space in the news- 
papers devoted to what has been de- 
nominated the San Diego customhouse 
fight, or rather the fight against Col- 
lector Berry of that place: The latest 
contribution is the following Washing- 
ton special to the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, vated the 20th: 


The fight being made on Collector John 
R. Berry of‘San Diego grows hotter every 


day, some of San Diego's prominent citizens 


having taken a hand inthe matter. The 
principal trouble grows out of the recent 
arrest of D. O. McCarthy on the charge of 
smuggling horses from Mexico. McCarthy 
Was arrested three times and each time 
dismissed, and since then two men named 
Beckley living near the Mexican line, and 
Wue were the principal witnesses for the 

rosecution, have been arrested for per- 

ury. McCarthy has forwarded . letters 
claiming that his arrest was the result of 
malicious p-rsecution, and in this statement 
he 19 vacated vy judges, lawyers, bankers 
and business men who ask for Berry’s re- 
moval. 

Those letters of complaint have been re- 
ceived by both California Senators and 
Congressman Bowers, but so far no action 
hag been taken ahd the attention of the 
President has not been called to it. Mr. 
Berry, it4s thought, wil] make the defense 
that the charges against him are made on 
purely persénal grounds, from malice, and 
that an iavestigation will prove what he 
says. 
COLLECTOR BERRY INTERVIEWED. 

Collector Be came up from San 
Diego last night on a business trip, and 
was interviewed by. a Times reporter. 
Mr. Berry was shown the article above 
quoted, and in answer to questions 
made. the following.statement: 

These reports from Washington do not 
disturb me in the least. I have fingers 
enough on one hand to count all the indors- 
ers D. O. McOarthy and son can find in San 
Diegointheirwaruponme. Asan evidence 
of tne impression that has beén miade upon 
me at Washington I may refer to the fact 
that on yesterday I received from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury an appointment as 
disbursing agent of the $50.000 appropri- 
ated for the quarantine station at San 
Diego. Two years ago, as editor of the 
Union, lexposed a gang who were conduct- 
ing the business of the county of San Diego 
somewhat asthe Whittier Reform Schoo 
seems tO Nave been Conducted. en 
seized the horses recently on McCarthy's 

remises I disturbed pleasant and profitable 

siness relations that had subsisted for 
ears between McCarthy and his Mexican 
riends. who have been raising horses and 
cattle for the United States market and ex- 
changing them for McCarthy's merchan- 
dise regardless of the customs laws of both 
countries. Itis from these two sources 
chietly that all the opposition to me comes. 
I can weil afford that kind of opposition. I 
claim to enjoy the confidence and respect 
of the best people of San Diego, and I don’t 
care for the rest. 

It seems that S al Agent J. F. Evans's 
report of his officia) visit to the San Diego 
custums district d few weeks ago has not 
suited everybody. r. Evans is thorough 
in his methods, and hag been too long in 
the Government service as special agent to 
be either superficial or indiscreet. He 
made.athorough investigation at San Di- 
ego. I don't know what he reported to the 
department, but I'm sure he reported the 
facts. Some of those who have been abus- 
ing nim for what he is alleged to have re- 
pore might have been wise to have with- 

eld their abuse until they had found out 
what he did report. The Union of San Di- 
ego first abused me for what he was re- 
a as saying, assuming it to be true. 

en days later it abused Mr. Evans for say- 
ing the same things on the ground that they 
were not.true. It took the report as true 
for the of abusing me, and then 
charged that it was false for the purpose of 
abusing Mr. Evans. 

I have no doubt that Special Agent Evans 
was surprised at the form in which the in- 
terview with him appeared in the Chron. 
icle. Theioterview was/ probably elabor- 
ated from a few general statements, and it 
is perhaps not surprising that the reporter, 
at suCu awisiauce [rom the locality and 
with no personal knowledge of the local 
situation our circumstances, should make 
some mistakes. Itis true that there is a 
basis of fact for every material statement 
the reporter made, but the facts appear in 
@i eXaggtraied torm. I have no doubt 
that special Ageut Evans found thatI had 
uncovered a uest of smuggiers when I 
seized tive head of horses at D. O. McCar- 
thy’s place on the Mexican border. known 
as “DSiempreviva.”” I .am equally cer- 
tain that he did not find nor say 
that that nest of smugglers em- 
braced any prominent San Diego poli- 
ticlans or municipal officers. There may 
be a few, a very few, San Diego politicians, 
of more or less alleged prominence, who 
sympathize with the alleged smugglers out 
of personal hostility to me, or because of 
their professional relations to some of the 
alleged smugglers; but they do not belong 
with the smugglers. Nor did Mr. Evans 
find nor say that any such number of 
horses as the Chronicle estimated—3000 
in the past nine months—had been smug. 
gled across the border into San Diego 
county.. It is doubtful if there are that 
many horses ~n the entire peninsula of 
Lower California, and it is certain that the 
entire equine population of the peninsula 
has not been brought across to Uncle Sam's 
side of the line. The horse markets of 
Southern California would not absorb that 
number of the kind of horses raised below 
the ine in nine months, nor in nine years. 

Iam certain that Special Agent Evans 
was not correctly reported in the Chron- 
icle's. version of the seizure I made at Siem- 
previvain November. But the Chronicle's 
report of that affair is much more accura

But to returnto the 
subject of the seized horses. 

As I have stated, Yorba claims. two of 
them. He has admitted under th that 
one of these, and the mpst valuable one, 
was brought across the Hine to McCarthy’s 
place in July, 1891, ‘and has been there 
ever since. He says he loaned this horse— 
a stallion—to McCarthy. But the McKinley 
tariff law nowhere authorizes the free im- 
portation.of stallions for loaning. Such 
importations are forbidden by the law and 
the decisions. Just what Yorba will claim 
as to the other one remains to be seehi. He 
has made affidavits since the seizure that 
are not consistent with his claims, but that 
probably arises from the fact that he does 


not understand our language and it is dim- 


cult for him to swear accurately in a tor- 
eign tongue. 

As to the remaining two of the five horses 
seized, they were taken from McOarthy’s 
band of horses that at the time happened 
to be down at the stream on Yorba’s piace 
after water. The seizing officer could not 
see the band, but as he had information 
that horses liable to seizure were with it he 
ordered it driven up, When it was driven 
up the two horses were taken -from it. 
WhenI learned where the horses were 
when the officer ordered them driven uplI 
at once got anthority to release these two 
and sent the officer to deliver them where 
they were when his assistants found the 
band and notified Yorba‘s attorney of what 
I had done. These are the facts about my 
invasion of Mexico for the purpose of setz- 
ing horses. 

itis true that Sefior Yorba assumed the 
role of injured innocence and appealed to 
the Mexican consul for redress and the 
consul in turn appealed‘to the Minister. of 
Mexico at Washington; butin view of the 
universal complaint as to the depredations 
of Yorba's and other Lower California 
ranchers’ horses upon the pasture and hay 
and growing crops of citizens of the United 
States living near the bounda line, and 
the utter indifference of these Lower Cali- 
fornia ranchers asto the rights of those 
upon whom these trespasses are commit. 
ted, itis not likely Sefior Yorba will get 
rom Washington. Only 
last Saturday ten or tw@ve of Yorba’s 
horses were seen two miles north of the 
line feeding upon the grainfield of Henry 
C. Beckley, a poor man who occupies a 
soldier’s claim on the Otay mesa, and whom 
Yorbaand the McCarthys are now trying 
to get convicted of perjury because he 
didn't swear to suit them in acase against 
the McCarthys for smuggling. This thing 
has been going on for five years, and the 
patience@f the United States ranchers is 
well-nigh exhausted. The matter has been 
brought to the attention of the Govern- 
ment, and if something is not soon done to 
protect the complaining settlers a horse- 
meat cannery is likely to be wanted on the 
Otay mesa in San Diego county before long 
to dispose of the carcasses of these tres- 

horses.

‘cently did not conceal their sympatby with 


the McCarthys, and that I believe that this 
arose less from a sincere sympathy on their 
part with the McCarthys than out of per- 
sonal ene, to me. My personal rela- 
tions with the Marshal ceased when he tried 
to throw the blame for the escapé of the 
Itata from his custody upon the customs 
officers at the port of San Diego. 
In the Herald of the 17th there appeared 
acommunication from San Diego signed 
**Merchant.”’ I think I make no mistake in 
saying that the writer of that communica- 
tion is the same merchant whose place of 
business is at Siempreviva, adjacent to 
Yorba's ranch, on the Mexican border. and 
to whom Yorba says he “loaned’’ the 
stallion. I mean D.O. McCarthy, who has 
been mentioned in this interview with suf- 
ficient freqnency and detail to explain the 
animus and disclose the value of anythin 
he may say about me.

Shipping of Tomatoes, 
{Azusa Pomotropic.] 

C. E. Nee@ham of Glendora has been 
shipping tomatoes to Chicago the past 
two or three weeks. Last week he 
shipped forty crates of twenty pounds 
each. They are packed in boxes holding 
five pounds each, and sell them to whole- 
sale dealers at $3 acrate, or 15 cents 
a pound. Some of the first shipped 
brought $8.25 per crate. Last year 
they were as highas $8.50. Mr. Need- 
ham has shipped about’ eighty-five 
crates and may get off as many more. 
They net him 6 centsa pound on the 
vines. Rather expensive vegetables for 
the Chicagoans, as they will probably 
retail at about 25 cents a pound. 


The California Fruit Grower says that 
in Colusa county they are conducting 
experiments in plowing at night by 
equipping the plow engines with loco- 
motive headlights. The only difficulty 
seems to be the securing of competent 
gangs of men totake the night shift. 
Ordinarily an engineer, firemam and 
one plow regulator can turn about 160 
acres of soil per day, when work is con- 
tinuous, the cost not exceeding 20, 
including wear and tear of machinery.

Honey Plant. 

Is. L. Watkins in Pacific Rural. 
Ionce wrote and asked a Monterey 
county aplartet if he considered grease- 
wood much of a honey plant. He re- 
plied as follows: 

‘There are two plants called grease- 
wood, neither of them being honey 
plants. One of them isa bitter, aro 
matic plant like artemesia or worm- 
wood in odor and taste. but with finely 
cut leaves. It covers whole mountain 
sides here in Southern California. It is 
called ‘old man’’ and “sagebrush,’’ 
but it is no moresagé than-a hog is a 
sheep. Indians putit on cuts to stop 
bleeding; it grows in tufts or bunches, 
some grow three or four feet high. 
The other kind of greasewood grows 
more like a bush; has wide leaves and 
resembles a kind of chapparral. Both 
are plentiful here. I never knew bees 
to work on either, but have known them 
to starve right near it.”’ 

Now is the time of the year for bee- 
keepers to read upon bee culture; to 
find out all the best and most profitable 
methods of running an apiary; the best 
hive to use and how it is constructed; 
transterring, and how itis done; how 
to raise queen bees and how to intro- 
duce them. This-is very valuable; 
every apiarist should understand queen- 
rearing and have his* apiary composed 
of populous colonies of desirable races 
of bees; to know how to make and use 
comb foundation ; he should also study 
up and read about queen-excluding 
honey-boards, proper spacing of frames, 
best section boxes and cases, dividing 
and artificial swarming, the production 
of comb and extragted honey and many 
other items of vast importance. 
Icxtracted and comb honey should be 
stored in a dry, warm room. Comb 
honey should be kept in darkness in or- 
der to retain its delicate whiteness and 
keep from fading. Honey should never 
be kept in a dark place, as it will soon 
ferment and its delicate aroma is soon 
destroyec and it is unfit for use. 

Alfalfa is the honey plant destined to 
lead inall irrigated districts. 

Aside from the irrigated alfalfa 
tracis, there are in Arizona and Colo- 
rado vast tracts of wild bee pasturage, 
the principal honey plants among this 
wild pasture being the mesquite and 
cacti. 

Mesquite is said to yield a honey su- 
perior to alfalfa. One man describes it 
as being clear as water and of an ex- 
quisite flavor. The cacti is also very 
prolific of honey. A bee-keeper in 
Arizona reports gathering a teaspoon- 
ful of unripe nectar from a single
